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HOTSPOTS FOR 1959 AND 1960 


World crises about which Americans will be reading during the rest of 1959 and through 
1960 will be concentrated in two major areas of the world — Asia and the Middle East. 


This, at least, is how Communist plans are shaping up for the immediate future. Campaigns 
are already underway to absorb South Korea into the Communist orbit, undermine and wipe out the 
Republic of China on Formosa, revive civil conflict in the heart of Indo-China, and neutralize 
Japan. Similarly, campaigns of exceptional force have been launched to overthrow the pro- 
Western regime in Iran, and to neutralize Turkey and Greece. 


A careful look at any world map will disclose that these two drives are not accidental. 
Action against South Korea, Formosa and Japan would remove a threat to the eastern borders of 
the Soviet Union and Communist China. This drive also would open the road to further Communist 
aggression in the Pacific. 


Action in Indo-China would flank pro-Western Thailand, and tighten the Communists’ 
pincers around India. Further penetration into the Middle East would tighten the other side of the 


pincers pressing on India, and improve Communists' chances of cutting Western Europe off from its 
Middle East oil supplies. 


Lenin's Classic Strategy 


All of this is in tune with V. 1. Lenin's classic concept of world strategy: "The outcome of 
the struggle will be determined by the fact that Russia, India, and China, etc., constitute the 
overwhelming majority of the population of the globe." As these areas are won to Communism, 
", . «the final victory of socialism [Communism] is fully and absolutely assured." 


Here is a capsule run-down on what Communists are doing to drive the U. S. out of key 
Asian and Middle East areas, the pre-requisite to expansion of their own power in these areas: 


SOUTH KOREA — A campaign began June 25 to force withdrawal of the U. S. Army from 
South Korea and to negotiate unification of the country on Communist terms. 


JAPAN — Efforts to neutralize Japan are being stepped up. This campaign has been going 
on for several years, but it is now being intensified with propaganda from Moscow and Peiping, 
with anti-atom and anti-war parades and demonstrations inside Japan itself. 


FORMOSA — During May and June, Moscow has increased its propaganda charge that U. S. 
military activities are "increasing tension" in the Formosa area. This, along with renewed 
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Chinese Communist shelling of Quemoy and Matsu, indicate renewed Communist efforts against 
the Republic of China on Formosa. 





INDO-CHINA — In January, an anti-Communist cabinet was formed in Laos, which bor- 
ders Communist-run North Vietnam, Communist China, and pro-Western Thailand. This cabinet 
formed strong relations with pro-Western South Vietnam and declared its opposition to Pathet Lao — 
units of Northern Laos under Communist control. Since then, Communists have mounted a growing 
campaign to limit and undermine the present Government of Laos. Control of Laos would give the 
Reds a long border in common with Thailand — a major target in Southeast Asia since 1954. 
Moscow and Peiping commentators already are talking in terms of "civil war" in Laos — a favorite 
Communist technique of conquest from within. 


IRAQ — Despite recent announcements of Premier Abdul Karim Kassem on curbing Iraqi 
Communists, Party leaders are continuing to gain power among mass organizations in Iraq. In 
recent weeks, Premier Kassem himself has participated in a variety of programs run by Commu- 
nist world front groups such as Women's International Democratic Federation, World Peace Council, 
and the Peace Partisans. While Premier Kassem "curbs" Communist activity to gain confidence of 
the Arabs in his regime, Communists continue to expand both their operations inside Iraq and their 
operations from Iraq against neighboring Iran and Turkey. 


IRAN — Moscow's renewed attacks against Iran follow the classic line of accusing foreign 
companies of plundering Iran's oil — a tactic used by Dr. Mohammed Mossadegh to gain power 
1951-1953. At that time, the Tudeh (Communist Party of Iran) was said to be getting a $350, 000- 
a-month subsidy directly from the Soviet Embassy to stir up anti-Western and pro-Massadegh 
agitation. While it is too early to tell just how the present campaign against Iran will turn, its 
objective is to unseat the Shah of Iran, drive Western companies out of Iran's oil fields, and pull 
Iran into the Communist orbit. 


TURKEY AND GREECE — The present campaigns against Turkey and Greece are mild by 
comparison with that against Iran. Main objective in these two countries is to ban U. S. mili- 
tary bases, particularly nuclear missile bases, and to pull out of NATO. A major device being 
used is the concept of a "peace zone" in the Balkans, announced by Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev during his trip to Albania in May. Top Soviet strategists apparently believe that now 
is a favorable time to break up the NATO alliance, and are pressing this campaign against NATO's 
outlying members. 


WHAT HAPPENED AT REDS' "SUMMIT" MEETING ON LATIN AMERICA? 


Early in March 1959, a little-publicized meeting was held in Peiping, capital of Communist 
China. Those attending were top Chinese Communist leaders Mao Tse-tung and Chou En-lai — 
together with Communist leaders of eleven of Latin America's twenty countries. 


Discussions centered on what the Reds called “extremely favorable" conditions for further 
major gains in Latin America in 1959 and 1960. Before the meeting ended, Mao pledged Red 
China's "enthusiastic sympathy and support" for Communist efforts to kick U. S. interests out of 
Latin America. 


Though little more has leaked out concerning details discussed at the Peiping meeting, a 
remarkable upswing in strikes, riots, invasions, and economic crises throughout Latin America 
immediately following it, indicate that the Communists have lost no time in putting their 
operations into motion. These events are making "Latin America politics seethe like lava in a 
crater" to quote The Worker (June 14). 


Furthermore, since March, there have been several important disclosures. One is a so- 
called "secret" paper entitled, "The Cuban Revolution and the Task of the Communist Party, 
U. S. A.," which fell into the hands of an American newspaperman. This paper listed Puerto 
Rico, the Dominican Republic, Paraguay, Nicaragua, and Haiti as immediate targets for 
"liberation." 
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Recruiting Money And Fighters In The U. S. 


The tactics ordered were similar to those used in backing the successful revolution of 
Fidel Castro in Cuba. Communists were ordered to go into Spanish-speaking sections of the U. S. 
to recruit money and fighters to "liberate" these target countries. 


Communist aims are to organize revolutionary groups to overthrow Governments of these _ 
countries. . . or, where revolutionary groups already exist, they are to cooperate with them, aid 
them in every way possible. 


While failing to mention any specific plan to cause revolutions in these target countries, 
The Worker (June 14) reported that "there is a new tide running below the Rio Grande. . .that 
will sweep away the remaining tinfoil tyrannies of Trujillo, Somoza, Ydigoras, and Stroessner." 
These are the Heads of State of the Dominican Republic, Nicaragua, Guatemala, and Paraguay. 


The strikes, riots, invasions of guerrilla fighters which have swept Latin America in recent 
weeks indicate that these are more than just paper plans. Argentina and Mexico have expelled 
Soviet Embassy staff members for stirring up crippling strikes. Guerrilla fighters — some, at least, 
from Cuba — invaded Panama, Honduras, and Nicaragua. Plans of Paraguayan exiles to revolt 
with Cuban help to overthrow President Alfredo Stroessner have been disclosed. 


Plan To Disrupt International Conference 


Meanwhile, Communist plans to disrupt a conference of American ministers slated to be held 
in Quito, Ecuador, next February, have been revealed. A growing stream of Communist propa- 
ganda is now pouring into Ecuador from Mexico to indoctrinate children there to cry for Communism, 


Communists are shooting the works in Latin America. Economic problems, poverty, personal 
frustrations — produced by peoples trying to move rapidly from feudalism to modern industrialism — 
are raising the tempers of many people in Latin America. Emotions are running high. A rabble- 
rouser can turn crowds of people into raging, destructive mobs over almost any incident. 


These are the "extremely favorable" conditions for Communist success discussed at the 
Peiping meeting in March. Communists are missing no chance to use every opportunity to dis- 
organize Latin American countries and, at the same time, persuade Latin American people that 
"U. S. imperialism is responsible." 


Especially significant for those affected directly by developments in Latin America is the list 


of Party leaders attending the Peiping meeting. These men are part of the Red's brain trust for 
Latin America. 


They are: Luis Corvalan, secretary general, CP of Chile; Pompeyo Marquez, secretariat 
member, Pedro Ortego and Alonzo Ojeda, politburo members, and Guillermo Guardin, Central 
Committee member of the CP of Venezuela; Gilberto Vieira, secretary general, and Joaquin 
Moreno, politburo member, CP of Colombia; Raou Acosta, secretary general, and Jorge Del Prado, 
Central Committee member, CP of Peru; Elias Munoz, Central Committee member, CP of Ecuador; 
Humberto Ramirez Cardenas, Central Committee member, CP of Bolivia; Felipe Bezrodnik, Central 
Committee member, CP of Argentina; Wilfredo Velazquez, Party organizer of the Cuban People's 
Socialist Party (CP) of Cuba; and delegates from the CP of Brazil; the CP of Paraguay; the 
Popular Vanguard Party (CP) of Costa Rica; and the Popular Union-Communist Party of Panama, 





Measured against such a well-coordinated and large-scale campaign, Western counter 
efforts in Latin America continue to be too little and too late. Even worse — in several countries, 
at least — our efforts appear to be misdirected. 





1S AMERICAN YOUTH VOTING FOR MARXISM? 


A Soviet radio commentator has claimed that 55 per cent of the students in 86 American 
schools recently voted for a basic tenet in Communist ideology: "From each according to his 
abilities, to each according to his needs." Occasion for the vote, said Soviet Commentator 
Shakhov, was a series of examinations held as part of a new course called "the essence of Marx- 
ism," reportedly introduced "in practically every American school ." 


The exams were held following the course, in which teachers tried their best to persuade 
students of the benefits of capitalism, of the evilness of Marxism, and of equal opportunity for 
all in the U. S., said Shakhov. Then he added: "How did this secret vote turn out? The result 
was ludicrous. As the director of the Council of International Affairs in Los Angeles, Walter 
Kunst announced, 55 per cent of the students chose the slogan: 'From each according to his abil- 
ities, to each according to his needs. '" 


Shakhov's report based on a survey actually conducted in the U. S., points up a key appeal 
of Communist doctrine to immature nia in America as well as in the great underdeveloped areas 
of the world. The essence of Communist ideology is to keep the masses in the emotional and 
economic state of children, dependent upon parents for food, clothing, shelter, ideas, and orders. 


During the 1940's a rash of short motion pictures portrayed Dictator Josef Stalin as the 
kindly father protecting and comforting his many Communist children. Overlooked were scenes 
of Josef Stalin murdering "children" who raise a protesting voice at Communist orders. 


Reds Alienating Children From Families 


Today, under Nikita Khrushchev, the campaign to alienate Soviet children from their 
families and to make them 100 per cent dependent upon the Communist Party and State is gain- 
ing new impetus. Key idea of the Communists is that social pressures can be used to create the 
type of men and women Communists think they want to people the Communist paradise. To gain 
this end, Communists are rapidly taking over the control of children almost from birth, keeping 
them in state nurseries, then in Birr ind schools away from their parents. 


Americans returning from visits to Russia report that the most discouraging sight they saw 
was the state indoctrination of children from the earliest ages. This is the logical outcome of a 
policy which says: "From each according to his abilities, to each according to his needs." For 
such a system requires a "father" to exact work according to abilities and to reward his "children" 
according to need. 


The report of Soviet Commentator Shakhov poses many questions which American youth, 
women's, and educational organizations need to answer. Are we educating our youth today to 
expect a life of eternal childhood of dependence upon a central ruling authority? Nothing 
would please Soviet Commentator Shakhov and his Communist bosses more. 


SOUTH KOREA — TOMORROW'S HEADLINE 


A few months after the Berlin crisis of 1948-1949, North Koreans swarmed across the 38th 
parallel into South Korea. For more than three full years, Korea stayed in front-page headlines 
of the Western world. There was Gen. Douglas MacArthur's defeat of the North Koreans, the 
attack by Chinese "volunteers," the bitter fighting at "Pork Chop Hill," and the long-drawn-out 
armistice negotiations, ending in July 1953. 


Since then, however, Korea has dropped from sight in the West. Other crises in Formosa, 
Indo-China, Africa, the Middle East, and again Berlin, have claimed our headlines. But the 
Communists — still anxious to conquer South Korea — have not forgotten. Today, as a new Berlin 
crisis is waning, Communists have launched a new campaign to defeat South Korea — a campaign 
that will be fought inside the United States as well as in South Korea itself. 
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Seek To Kick Out U. S. Army 


North Koreans — in their twisted Communist logic — kicked off the new campaign by honor- 
ing June 25 as the ninth anniversary of the date "the U. S. imperialists and the Syngman Rhee 
clique unleashed an aggressive war in the territory of our fatherland." 


Using a theme of hate toward South Korea and the U. S., Communist propagandists set 
aside June 25 as "a day of struggle for the withdrawal of the U. S. Army from South Korea." This 
was the opening gun in a program to “compel the U. S. imperialist aggressors, the sworn enemy of 
the Korean people, to pull out at the earliest date." 


The order of the day, June 25, issued by North Korean Communist leaders was: "Manifest 
your hatred toward the U. S. imperialists and the Syngman Rhee clique through practical struggle 
demanding the withdrawal of the U. S. Army" 


U. S. public opinion rather than South Korean land will be the real battleground of this 
preliminary struggle, for only Washington can make the command decision to keep the U. S. 
Army in South Korea or to withdraw it. Communists remember — even if Americans forget — that 
decisions to withdraw American forces and, in fact, to abandon South Korea voiced by some in 
Washington in late 1949 and early 1950 opened the door to the North Korean attack then. 


Three-Step Strategy 


Thus, Communist strategy is obvious: Step one - drive the U. S. Army out of South Korea. 
Step two - undermine the position of President Syngman Rhee, of the Republic of Korea. Step 
three - demand unification of North and South Korea by means of negotiations between North 
and South Koreans. 


Under such conditions, South Korea would be abandoned by the U. S., and left alone to 
face the power of North Korea and Communist China to the North and East. The cards would be 
stacked heavily in the Communists' favor. 


Like all major Communist campaigns, this one already is gaining backing from the world- 
wide Communist apparatus. The Communist world-front World Federation of Trade Unions has 
pledged “international solidarity with the working people and people of Korea who are fighting 
for the withdrawal of the U. S. Army from Korea and the peaceful unification of their country." 
Similar pledges can be expected from Moscow, Peiping, other world front groups such as the 
World Peace Council, and from Communist Party-liners in the United States. 


A Battle We Can't Lose 


The free world would suffer a major loss if this campaign were successful. South Korea has 
proved in the heat of battle to be an honored ally against Communist aggression. She is a bulwark 
of the Asian Peoples' Anti-Communist League — a force of growing influence to halt Communist 
aggressionin Asia. In Communist hands, she would be a land dagger pointed at the heart of Japan. 


Support of South Korea is essential in the defense against Communist aggression in Asia and in the 
entire free world, 


If this campaign develops along typical Communist patterns, women's, fraternal, civic, 
veterans, church and professional organizations will be subjected to a flood of propaganda on this 
subject. Complete information of your membership on this issue could be a mighty force in defending 
South Korea against further Communist aggression. 








SOVIET TRADE OFFENSIVE MOUNTING 


Within a few months, U. S. television viewers may be subjected to newsreel scenes of a 
new small automobile made in Communist Czechoslovakia. Though filmed as a news feature, the 
bill for the production will be paid by those intending to sell the Communist-made auto to U, S. 
buyers. 


Plans to step up promotion of the Czech-made cars is a symptom of expanding Communist 
efforts in world trade. Since 1952, when Moscow first launched its campaign for more world 
trade, Communist merchants have gained greatly in knowledge of world marketing techniques. 
Now they are pouring all they have learned into a "peaceful competition" to win markets away 
from American firms all over the world. 


Not only cars, but watches, cosmetics, costume jewelry, pens, lighters, and even electrical 
appliances also appear to be on the list of goods which Soviets hope to start selling to American 
buyers within the next few years. 


The Soviet seven-year plan calls for a boost of forty percent in the output of watches by 
1965. Most of these will be used, according to N. Volkov, director of Russia's largest watch 
factory, to replace Switzerland as the world's number one exporter of watches. Already, Volkov 
claims, French and Belgium importers are buying Russian watch movements and putting them in 
cases with domestic labels. Orders also are coming in from Canada, Egypt, India, Greece, 
Denmark, Pakistan, and Afghanistan. 


USSR Challenges US Supremacy 


Not long ago, Enver Memedov, editor of the English-language magazine USSR, told Detroit 
audiences that Russia is challenging America's position as the number one industrial power and may 
be marketing autos in Detroit in the near future. Rumors are rife in Washington that soon the 
Russians will put the Russian ruble on the gold standard in a drive to establish the ruble instead of 
the U. S. dollar and the British pound as the top international means of exchange. 


Freedom's Facts predicted in October 1955: "The ultimate goal of the Reds, however, is 
to expand the world market in which the Soviet Union and its satellites trade until it becomes the 
dominant world market. To make this market grow, it is necessary to induce Western countries to 
trade with the Communist Empire under Communist terms." 


Communist merchants are nearing the time of making a major bid for domination of world 
markets. Up to now, this challenge has left American market leaders bewildered, confused , and 
undecided on effective counteraction. 


The Soviet bid for control of the world market, based upon ability to set prices at any level 
to get desired results, certainly is not a challenge that can be laughed off. 


COMMUNIST VICTORY IN WORLD SPORTS 


Nearly five years ago, Freedoms Facts reported that the 1954 vote to admit Red Chinese 
athletes to the Olympic games was part of the Communist move to win a seat for Red China in the 
United Nations. Since then, Communists have mounted a soft-sell propaganda campaign to throw 
athletes from the Republic of China, on Formosa, out of the Oylmpic contests. If successful, such 
a move would demonstrate the right of Communists to represent China in a field which holds the 
attention of millions of people throughout the world. Once this principle was accepted by the 
West, Reds could push harder for recognition in the U. N. 


As the Olympic Committee was about to consider representation in the 1960 Olympic games, 
the Communist publication, Soviet Sport (May 1959) stepped up the campaign to oust the Nation- 
alist Chinese athletes. Excerpts from the issue were broadcast widely by Moscow radio. 


Essence of the Communist attack was this quote from Soviet Sport: “Nationalist China, 
which represents no one, has no right to claim participation in the Olympic games. Today in 
the present day world there is only one China - the great CPR [Communist China]. Only CPR 
sportsmen can be represented at all official contests, irrespective of their scale and importance." 


Reds Pressured The Olympic Committee 


With politics, rather than sports in mind, Communists pressured the Olypmic Committee to 
accept Red Chinese athletes and reject those from Nationalist China. The Olympic Committee, 
headed by American Avery Brundage, fell for the line completely. They did exactly what the 
Reds have been trying to get them to do for five years. 


In June, the athletes from the Republic of China, on Formosa, were excluded from Olym- 
pic games on the basis, said Avery Brundage, that the Republic of China "does not control sports 
in the country of China." 


Thus, the Olympic Committee, headed by an American, is giving official recognition to 
Communist China as the official representative of the Chinese people — a move Communist 
propagandists will exploit to the full in fighting both for a seat in the United Nations and for 
official U. S. recognition of their Red government. 


In February, 1960, the International Olympic Winter Games will be held in Squaw Valley, 
California. Acceptance of the games, and of Red Chinese athletes as the sole representatives of 
China, will be used by Red propagandists to condemn the United States' contradictory policy 
toward Communist China. 


Thus, this is a political issue which goes far beyond the limits of sports. As Chinese Com- 
munists have demonstrated in Korea and in Tibet, they are not interested in fair play of the sports 
field. They are out to win by every possible means. It is our task to see that they fail. 


THE GREAT PERSUADER 


About a week after the foreign ministers’ talks began in Geneva, Nikita Khrushchev stood 
on a platform in Moscow to receive a Lenin Peace Prize. The scene was that of an employer 
getting an award from his employees, for the “diploma and gold medal" signifying the Peace 
Prize was awarded by the Soviet's International Lenin Prize Committee. 


Eugenie Cotton, chairman of the Communist-front Women's International Democratic 
Federation, noted this switch in the usual procedure, and justified it by calling Khrushchev "a 
great fighter for peace whom the whole world salutes." 


Smiling broadly, Khrushchev responded to the award by pledging: "You may be sure, dear 
friends, that | shall not spare any efforts with a view to serving our own Communist Party and the 
Soviet people to strengthen peace all over the world." 


Timing of the award to Khrushchev was in line with his pledge to serve the Communist Party. 
The award cast Khrushchev as the world's "peace-lovingest man" at a critical time in international 
negotiations involving the question of peace. In effect, the award indicated that anyone who 


does not accept the proposals of the world's great lover of peace, must by a warmonger and a 
danger to world order. 





Mr. K. In Albania 


The award, further, was a send-off for Khrushchev's junket to Albania, where he launched 
a new, intensified campaign to wreck the NATO alliance. His device — urge the setting up of 
a "zone of peace" in the Balkans. Such a “zone of peace" — if established — would force Turkey, 
Greece, and other pro-Western nations to kick out U. S. military bases and withdraw from mem- 
bership in NATO. 


Awards of this type are frequently used by Communists to sway people of many countries 
unwittingly to further Communist objectives. Kremlin strategists have long known that govern- 


ments exist because men believe and obey. So they use the simple formula: change men's beliefs 
and you will make their government policies and even their governments themselves tumble. 

This is a game in which Nikita Khrushchev considers himself a world master. His’ own 
personal persuasiveness has saved his skin in the rough and tumble of Kremlin politics and has 
made him master of the Communist world. Now he is seeking direct talks with British and U. S. 


leaders at a "summit" conference. He is convinced that he can persuade leaders of the free 
world to make vital concessions to the invincible Khrushchev. 


His present desire for a summit meeting with top British and American leaders is to use his 
self-proclaimed superiority in persuasion to make another major leap forward for Communism, If 
and when the "summit" talks begin, the question will be — just how persuasive can we be face- 
to-face with the Communist world's Great Persuader?
